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OSMIR. 


THE predeceffors of Ofmir were ignoble and 
ebfeure. For a ra¢e of generations they wept the 
conflicts of indigence, nor could the toils of appli- 
cation crown their efforts with advantage, nor the 
utmoft frugality fecure their labors from diftrefs ;

Summoned 
at the report of ficknefs his frigpds aflembled in 
his chamber, where flretched he bed of for- 
rows, human nature was to be ified, and hu- 
man weaknefs was to be confir by an illoftri- 
ous portrait of expiring virtue. Bmt how great 
was the excefs of difappointmen@and {urprife, 
when, inftead of the tranquility of hope, and eja- 
culations of charity, their ears wer@afliu!ted with 
the thrieks of defpair, and theis eyepwere affright- 
ed with terrific wretchednefs. Offmir, whofe vif- 
age was deformed with terrors, @s the brow of 
Heaven with a tempett, was longwnable to heark- 
en to theremonfrances of his friends; at length, 
however, colle&ing the feeble b » which, like 
the flume of a midnight taper, ft quivering on 
his lips, héfuttered thefe laft ace th emphat- 
ic efforts, whilft every voice was fulpended in 
efilence, and every @ar was attention. 

**Ye whom vanity has influenced in the opera- 
tion of good works, and whom earthly approba- 
tion has taught to exultin their merit, let the ex- 
ample of dying difquietudes abate the fecurity of 
your confidence. Lake you, Ihave floated onthe 
ocean of glory, I hove felt my fenfes enraptured 
with the melody of praife, and fuffered my heart 
to receive plaudits which my conicience condem- 
ned. Like you, | was liberal, becaufe to be lib- 
eral was to be eminent, and like you alfo, I efti- 
mated the advantages of Heaven by terreftrial en- 
joyments. Profperity fhed around me the partial 
beams of her favor, nor harbored a doubt, nor 
hefitated to reflect, if the objet of her veneration 
deferved contempt or efteem. Avarice and vain 
glory were raging paffions of my foul, to heat the 
furnace of thefe defires was the fole obje&t of my 
aim; by the one I was rendered odious to the 
great difpenfer of gifts, and by the other detriment- 
al to the fons and daughters of men. This, by 
the malignity of its turpitude, which withheld 
what it had received with the rapacious grafp of a 
vulture, effaced the character of the Deity im- 
printed by nature in my foul; and the other by a 
cruelty more inhuman than murder, has awaken.

Yet weak-fighted 
mortals viewed my a€tions and admired, whilf 
the piercing eye of the Everiafting beheld their 
motives and abhorred.

ry’s verdiGt was, that the deceafed came to bis death by 
misfortune, No doubt is entertained but it was the poi- 
fonous qnality of the charcoal which effeéted the young 
men, On Saturday night, the charcoal which was not 
cenfumed, was again lighted in the fame chamber, anda 
eat fhut up init. In the morning, the charchoal was about 
half confumed, and the cat dead. She appeared to have 
died fome time before morning, Ruby is yet living, 
On Saturdayjbe was intirely fenfelefs ; on Sunday morn. 
ing he recovered his fenfes, but recolle&ted nothing afier 
he went to fleep om Friday night, It is expeéted he will 
recover,” 

ALARMING INCIDENT. 

A moft melancholy affair happened at Stirbirth Theatre, 
near Cainbridge, juft after half-price took place, the ladies 
and gentlemen in one of the front boxes, were alarmed by 
the cry of * Fire’ from behind the boxes, bat not loud 
enough to be heard by the houfe in general ; they imme- 
diately arofe, and feeing nothing, were inclinable to be 
feated again ; but hearing it rep@ated, they began to make 
their way oat of the houfe, and every part of the houfe was 
immediately alarmed, and the greate{t confufion took place. 
Many from the gallery began to throw themfelves over into 
the pit ; others ran to the ftairs and choaked the paffage 
up, while fome fell headlong down the fairs, and were 
trod upon by others pafling down. Ladies and gentiemen 
from the upper boxes thrgw themfelves into the pit, and 
made their way over the orcheftra upon the Mage. Num- 
bers of both fexes are much bruifed and hurt ; few limbs 
are broken, but four lives are lot ;two young women, 
about 22a years of age, a girl aout 11, and a boy about 
14; thofe were all in the gallery, and were either tramp- 
led on or prefled to death, 

A gang of pickpockets who attended the fair,are fuppofed 
to have fet on foot a falfe alarm, as feveral ladies pockets 
were cut off, watches and bracelets loft, &c, The mana- 
gers have offered a hundred guineas reward upon conyic- 
tion of the offender or offenders.
